FACT  FINDERS  STILL  NEEDED 

Last  February  in  the  "Briefs",  we  mentioned  that  Robert  Jensen, 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Montana  Board  of  Personnel 
Appeals,  informed  us  that  "the  collective  bargaining  statute  for 
public  employees  requires  that  the  Board  of  Personnel  Appeals 
provide  lists  of  fact-finders  and  arbitrators  when  disputes  arise 
between  public  employers  and  public  employee  organizations."   The 
only  requirement  is  that  they  be  "qualified  disinterested  persons." 
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Fact-finders   are  paid  $100.00  per  day  plus  expenses.   Arbitrators, 
to  be  effective  need  to  be  fair,  decisive  and  neutral.   Fact-finders 
and  arbitrators  are  needed  in  areas  all  over  Montana.   Mr.  Jensen 
has  expressed  a  desire  that  he  would  like  to  hire  women  who  are 
interested.

WHY  WOMEN  WORK 

Why  were  more  than  half  of  all  women  ages  18  to  64  in  the 
labor  force  in  1974?   One  reason  may  be  that  economists  estimate 
it  cost  between  $70,000  and  $100,000  to  raise  a  child  for  the  first 
18  years  of  her  or  his  life.   The  Women's  Bureau  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Labor  reports  that  the  labor  force  participation 
rate  of  mothers  with  children  under  18  was  slightly  higher  than  the 
rate  for  all  women.
